The  Operetta  is  based  on  an  incident  in  the  life  of  St.  Elizabeth  of 
Hungary.  Several  school^iils  are  spending  a  day  in  ihe  woods,  and  to  make 
ihe  time  pass  pleasantly,  iheir  mistress  pr<!p()ses  that  they  act  an  imprciinptu 
drama.  The  one  dtcided  on  is  "The  Miracle  of  the  Roses,"  in  which  Mignon 
personntes  St.  Elizabeth,  Lady  Clare  talces  the  part  of  the  Landgrave,  and 
Florence  that  of  Khzabeth's  Companion.  The  drama  opens  with  a  procession 
of  beggars  pleading  for  assistance.  Khzabeth  ard  her  companions  distrd)ute 
bread  among  them.  The  Landgrave  angrily  reproves  Elizabeth  for  her  charity, 
and  forbids  her  giving  further  alms.  On  a  second  appeal  for  bread,  Elizabeth, 
unable  to  procure  it  for  the  mendicants,  sends  her  attendants  to  gather  roses, 
and  the  Landgrave,  discovering  them  laden,  as  he  thinks,  with  bread,  biings 
them  back  to  Elizabeth, and  in  great  anger  accuses  hei  of  disobeying  his  orders, 
she  declares  them  to  be  as  she  believes,  but  simple  roses,  l)ut  on  looking  finds 
a  miracle  has  changed  them  into  bread.  The  Landgrave,  awed  by  the  power 
which  wrought  this  wonder,  becomes  appeased  and  convertetl  to  the  charities 
of  Elizabeth.  Florence,  Elizabeth's  companion,  pleads  with  her  and  assists  her 
throughout  the  play.  When  the  drama  has  ended  Mignon,  in  favor  of  a  poor 
child  wh)  comes  in  upon  their  games,  simulates  the  miracle  of  the  roses,  at 
which  Cjraziella,  a  dumb  child  adojited  by  Mignon,  is  so  affected  that  she 
recovers  her  speech,  and  the  play  closes  with  a  song  of  praise. 
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
